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REMARKS 

In response to the final Office Action dated 29 March 2004, the appHcants request 
reconsideration of the above-identified appUcation in view of the following remarks. Claims 1-5 
and 8-18 are pending in the application. Claims 1-5 and 8-15 aie allowed, and claims 16-18 are 
rejected. Claim 16 will be amended upon entry of the present amendment. No new matter has 
been entered. 



Interview 

The applicant thanks Examiner Vortman for the telephone interview granted on Monday, 
19 April 2004, between himself and the Applicant's representative Mr. Mates (Reg. No. 35,271). 
A proposed amendment to the claims is submitted herein as discussed in the interview. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-5 and 8-15 are allowed. 



Rejection of Claims Under SI 02 and/or SI 03 

Claims 16-18 were rejected under 35 USC § 102(e) as being anticipated by Harris, IV 
(U.S. 2003/0013344) or, in the altemative, under 35 USC § 103(a) as being obvious over "the 
Applicant's Admitted Prior Art." The applicant respectfully traverses. 

The applicants propose that Claim 16 be amended to recite a connector comprising, 
among other elements, a connector and "a positive thermal coefficient switch that is part of the 
connector on an exposed exterior surface of the connector " (emphasis added). 

The final Office Action states that independent claims 1, 8, and 13 are allowed, at least in 

part, because they recite "switch(es) positioned on an exposed exterior surface of the 

connector." Final Office Action, page 4. The proposed amendment to claim 16 would insert 
similar language into that claim. 

The applicants respectfully submit that the proposed amendment to claim 16 puts it in 
condition for allowance for the same reasons that claims 1-5 and 8-15 are allowed. The 
invention of claim 16, when amended as proposed, is not shown or suggested by the prior art. 
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Claims 17 and 18 are dependent on claim 16, and recite further features with respect to claim 
16. For reasons analogous to those stated above, and the features in the claims, the applicants 
respectfully submit that claims 17 and 18 are not shown or suggested by the prior art, and that 
claims 17 and 18 are also in condition for allowance. 



CONCLUSION 

The applicants respectfully submit that all of the pending claims are in condition for 
allowance, and such action is earnestly solicited.
